ex ATE.—The House bill allowing 
the continuance of distillery ware- 
houses after change of management, 
the bill authorizing the printing 
of sundry documents, passed. 

Resolution for recess from to-day 
to Monday, January 5th, passed—3s2 
to 27. The discussion of this resolu- 
tion developed the idea of Senators 
revarding the repeal of the bankrupt 
iaw which, in the main, were ad- 
verse. 

Morton submitted resolution 
which was laid on the table, instruct- 
ing the Committee on the Judiciary 
that in a bill they may report in 
regard to the bankrupt law, whether 
for its repeal or amendments there- 
to such repeal or such amendments 
in relation to the acts, Causes or con- 
ditions by virtue of which any per- 
son nay be thrown into involuntary 
bankruptey, shall be made retroac- 
tive and to date back and take effect 
ata period not later than the first 
day of December, 1873. 

Hovust.—Butler, of Massachusetts, 
from the Judiciary Committee, of- 
fered a resolution authorizing that 
Committee to send a sub-committee 
of two to New Orleans to take testi- 
mony in the matter of the impeach- 
ment of Judge Durell, with power to 
send for persons and papers. He ex- 
plained that among the charges 
ayainst Judge Durell, there were 
charges of misapplication of funds, 
and misproceeding in bankruptcy, 
that would require all the bankrupt 
records to be brought to Washington 
atan immense expense, and it was 
to save that expense and consump- 
tion of time, that it was proposed to 
send a sub-committee to New Or- 
leans. The resolution was offered in 
the sense of true economy. The res- 


olution was adopted, After considera- 
ble colloquy it was agreed that the 
discussion should go on all day in 
fifteen minute speeches, and on the 
first and second day’s after the re-as- 
sembling of the House, the previous 
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ppestion to be considered operative at 
our o’clock on the second day. 

Butler, of Mass., opened the debate 
on the supplementary Civil Rights 
bill, He said that the bill gave no 
right to which every man did not now 
possess, omnept where there was hos- 
tile State legislation. The bill sim 
ly proposed to give to whomever th 
right was taken away as means of 
over-riding that hostile State legisla- 
tion, and to punish the man who 
takes that right away from him. 
That was the whole of it, and who 
cou'd argue against that. Desultory 
debate followed. Adjourned. 

A call is being numerously signed 
by members of Congress, headed by 
Representative MeN ulta, of 11ls., and 
ltepresentative Harris, of Va., look- 
ing to a union of the members of the 
North, West and the South, for the 
purpose of uniting their sections on 
the question of cheap transportations 
from the West to the Atlantic sea- 
board.

Mr. Cowles, from the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, submit- 
ted a verbal report in regard to the 
bill in relation to the election of 
judges, asking further time to con- 
sider the same. 

On motion of Mr. Powell, the 
special order for 12 o’clock, viz: the 
consideration of the bill in relation to 
the Lunatic > gga was postponed 
till January 15th. 


Special Order. 


A substitute for the resolution in- 
structing and authorizing the Gover- 
nor and Public Treasurer in regard 
to certain matters pertaining to the 
Western North Carolina Railroad 
was offered by Mr. Flemming and 
adopted. The substitute authorizes 
the Governor to withdraw the suit 
now pending before the United States 
Supreme Court, of which the Wes- 
tern North Carolina Railroad is de- 
fendant, and also to indemnify the 
sure.ies On the appeal bond. 

Rules Suspended. 

On motion of Mr. Avera the bill to 
prevent the sale of intoxicating liq- 
ors Within two miles of Buriisyille, 
Yaneey county, was taken 
a suspension of the rules and passed 
its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Morehead, of 
Rockingham, the bill to incorporate 
the town of Reidsville, Rockingham 
county, Was taken up and passed its 
readings. 

Mr. Powell called up the bill to 
amend chapter 189, laws of 1871-’72. 
Passed its second reading and was 
recommitted to the committee, 

Mr. Cramer’s bill to authorize the 
Secretary of State to purchase a fire 
proof safe for the use of the State, 
passed its readings under a suspen- 


sion. 

The bill of Mr. Gudger, to extend 
the time of taking out land grants 
one year, taken up and passed its 
readings, engrossed and sent to the 
House. 

Mr. Worth called up the bill for the 
adjustment of the State debt for the 
purpose of making several amend- 
ments and otherwise perfect the bill— 
that it may be printed for the use of 
members to take home and consider 
during recess.

granted shall be void and of no effect.”’

Craige, Johnson, Luckey and Rich- 
ardson particpated, a motion to table 
the motion was made by Mr. Trivett, 
and was adopted after some fuither 
discussion.

But as you have been very candid 
by informing me, in the close of your 
letter, that you are notin sympathy 
with the political party with which 
I am identified, it is perhaps but jus- 
tice to you that I shall be equally 
frank, and inform you that if the 
State had for distribution such arms 
as you desire, I would not feel at lib- 
erty to furnish them to the Charlotte

SENATOR MERRIMON ON THE Cur- 
RENCY.—On Tuesday last, while the 
specie payment and currency ques- 
tion was being discussed in the 
United States Senate, Senator Merri- 
mon said: | 

Mr. President, I beg to say a word 
before the vote is taken. I concur 
most heartily in what has been said 
in opposition to private banks. They 
oaght to be rded as a curse to 
the country rather than a blessing. 
The national banks without issue 
have the advantage, in the first 

lace, of hav the sanction of the 

»vernment. The publi are inter- 
ested in them because of the security 
that they ailord to the depositor. 
This proposition, ay I understand it, 
is to reduce the security that the pub- 
lic have in banks of the character un- 
der consideration. | 

Now, let us see how a bank of this 
kind operates. By the law, in asmall 
town a national bank may be created 
with $850,000 capital, and the whole 
amount of stock must be paid in. 
Thereupon the corporation has the 
right to receive deposits and to pro- 
ceed with the regular business of 
banking, except that they cannot 
issue notes ; but they may receive de- 
posits, and may receive to any 
amount. 

Under the national banking sys- 
tem now, what security has the de- 
positor? First, he has the security 
of the integrity of the Board of Direc- 
tors and the officers of the bank ; 
next, he has the security of the paid- 
up capital; next, he has the reserve 
of 15 per cent. in nbacks con- 
stantly kept on hand; next. he has 
the security of the amountof national 
bonds which the bank is required to 
keepon deposit with the Government, 
the minimum amount of which now 
is $50,000. This affords a great and 
important advantage to the public. 
I understand that this proposition is 
to reduce that amount to $10,000, so 
that a bank not of issue may proceed 
to business with a deposit of $10,000 
of Government bonds in the Treasu- 


ry instead of $30,000, thus cutting | 


down thesecurity to the public. Now, 
what is the motive for that? What 
reasonable demand is there on the 
part of those who desire to en in 
the business of banking that this se- 
curity to the publie, to. the, deposi- 
tors, should thus be cut down? 

It is said that the present require- 
ment of the law is unreasonable, and 
that is the only consideration I have 
heard yet suggested for it. Now, sir, 
Linsist that the su ion is un- 
founded ; that the requirement is not 
unreasonable ; that, on the contrary, 
so far from being unreasonable, it 
would be reasonable on the part of 
the Government, in behalf of the 
public good, to require a larger de- 
posit of bonds when such ae 
are granted. Why The 
banker, while these bonds are 
on deposit with the Government,has 
not a dead investment. Twice a year 
he recc ives his interest at the rate of 
5 or 6 percent. on the amount of his 
bond deposit with the Government, 
and, in vieW of the present mone- 
tary condition of the country,and the 
condition that it has been in since 
the close of the War, every one of 
these bankers, froni .one end of the 
country to the other,, has realized 
from 1 to 1} or 2 per cenf- profit on 
the money they bank upé®, the de- 

sits that they receive, they 
ave actually paid the legal rife of 
interest in many instances to depas!- 


tors, and then made large incomes — 


by reason of the deposits placed with 
them. 

The point I rose to make is that 
this is a proposition to reduce the se- 
curity to the publie, to reduce the se- 
curity to the depositor, and to that 
extent to do that much inju to the 
business of the country; to that ex- 
tent to detract from the worth of the 
national banking s ; to that ex- 
tent to cut down the security that is 

rovided by the national banking 
aw. Iam therefore opposed to it. 
The demand is unnecessary, and it 
is unreasonable, because the banker 
who desires to bank in this manyer 
has all the reasonable profit that he 
ought to command. 

| have another objection which I 
will mention, but one which I will 
not enlarge upon at this moment, and 
that is this: 1 think it is very mani- 
fest, not only from what we have 
witnessed here in the Senate to-day 
and during the present session of 
Congress, but also from what we see 
manifested in the newspapers, that 
there is to be a decided change in the 
monetary system of the country. 
trust there will be; for while I believe 
that the national banks have been a 
great blessing to the country, while 
they have contributed very much to 
promote the industrial interests of the 
country, I think the time has come 
when there must be a change, anid 
when a different system of bankin 
in this country must be adopted ; an 
if that is so it seems to me that it is 
exceedingly unwise to burden the 
country with a great numberof banks 
which, we are told, will be created if 
this measure shall pass. I trust, sir, 
that the bill will not pass.

‘The Suit Dismissed. 

Judge Brooks of the United States 
Cireuit Court, has filed his decision 
in the case of Swazey and others 
against the North Carolina Railroad 
Company. The object of the suit 
was to sell the stock in the Road to 
pay the accrued interest on tie bonds 
of the State held by the plaintiffs. 
These bonds are not due until 1585, 
and the State’s stock in the Road is 
pledged for their payment. Somme of 
the interest on the bonds has been 
due for years, but the interest is oaly 
secured by the dividends of the 
Road. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
ponds have over ten years to run be- 
fore they are due, the plaintiffs en- 
deavored to have the State’s stock 
sold to pay the interest for which 
only the dividends, not the stock, 
were pledged. 

Judge Brooks refused to grant the 
motion for the sale, and has dismiss- 
edthe suit with costs against the 
plaintiffs. 


Death of a Distinguished North 
Carolinian. 

The death of Hon. WELDON Na- 
THANIEL EDWARDs, of the county 
of Warren, has already been an- 
nounced through these columns. 

Mr. EpWARDs had filled many po- 
sitions of honor and trust, and was 
distinguished for many sterling qual- 
ities. He was a devoted North Caro- 
linian—ever jealous of the reputation 
and honor of his native State—a gen- 
tleman of fine accomplishments and 
extensive reading—a faithful Legisla- 
tor, a useful citizen anda kind and 
deeply beloved neighbor and friend. 

We shall leave to some one more 
intimately acquainted than ourselves 
with his political career and his ex- 
cellent social traits, the task of writ- 
ing a fitting tribute to his memory. 

WHEELER’S History of North Caro- 
lina contains very meagre memo- 
randa for a sketch of the life of Mr. 
EpWARDs. He was born in Warren 
county, in the year 1788, and conse: 
quently at the time of his death was 
eighty-six years of age. He wasedu- 
cated at the Warrenton Academy, 
and read law with Judge HALL. He 
obtained license in 1810, and entered 
public life as a member of the House 
of Commons of the North Carolina 
Legisiature in 1810.

The Election Bill. 

We understand Attorney General 
HARGROVE has not come to any con- 
clusion in regard to the constitution- 
ality of the election bill introduced 
in the Senate by Mr. Price, of Davie. 

This bill provides for an election to 
be held on the first Thursday in Au- 
gust fora Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and to fill the vacancies 
in the judicial oflices that would 
occur after the first of August 1874, if 
no election was held. 

There is no dispute about the eleec- 
tion of six Superior Court Judges to 
fillthe places of the Judges elected 
in 1868 for the short term. 

The bill goes farther and proposes 
to elect two additional Judges on the 
Superior Court bench in two long 
term Districts, namely the second 
and eighth Districts, because the 
Judges originally elected in these 
two Districts afterward resigned and 
the vacancies were filled by the ap- 
pointment of the Governor. Indeed, 
in the case of one of them, Mr. STAR- 
BUCK, there was actually no qualifica- 
tion or even acceptance of the posi- 
tion. Mr. STARBUCK was clected with 
the others in April, 1868, but never 
qualified, and therefore the appoint- 
ment of Judge CLoup to fill the place 
for which STARBUCK was Chosen, did 
not make him STARBUCK’S successor, 
for how could he succeed a person 
who had never held the office? 

The bill also proposes to elect two 
Supreme Court Judges to fill the va- 
eancies oeeasioned by the resignation 
of Judge Dick and the death of Judge 
BOY DEN. 

Whether an election can be held 
for the two Superior Court Judges in 
the second and eighth judicial Dis- 
tricts, and for two Supreme Court 
Judges on the first of August next, 
is a legal question about which the 
Attorney General has not given his 
opinion, and we learn that he has 
not yet decided the matter. 

There is a difference of opinion 
among lawyers on the subject; be- 

sides it is not a res adjudicata, and 


until a test case is made and taken | THOMPSON WHITA ER. 


up to the Supreme Court, the law will 
remain unsettled in North Carolina. 

Mr. Price, the Senator from Da- 
vie, who introduced the bill in the 
Senate, is a young lawyer ofacknow!- 
edged ability, and the fact that At- 
torney General HARGROVE finds that 
itisa difficult matter to decide the 
points which have been raised by his 
bill, is conclusive evidence that a 
nice and complicated question has 
been raised, one which it will re- 
quire the wisdom of the Supreme 
Court to finally set at rest. 


Some Hope of Relief. 

The disgrace in which the bench of 
North Carolina has fallen since the 
judiciary power has been in the hands 
of the Radical party is a source of 
deep mortification lo every true son 
of the State. 

During our editorial career we have 
had frequent occasion to lament over 
the troubles that have come upon 
our State and people, by reason of the 
incompetent and partisan judiciary 
with which they have been afflicted 
since 1868. 

We have shown that one of the 
main sources of the disorders and 
crimes Which have prevailed in the 
State since we had an elective judi- 
ciary, has been due to a want of con- 
fidence in those to whom has been 
assigned the high and lofty duty of 
holding the scales of justice between 
man and man evenly, impartially’ 
and faithfully. 

Without pure, unpartisan and in- 
corruptible judicial officers, the ad- 
ministration of law soon degenerates 
into a mockery, a farce and a crime. 
Theoflicers themselves become objects 
of loathing and disgust. The law is dis- 
regarded and despised when it eeases 
to afford protection to the innocent 
and the persecuted. Society becomes 
demoralized. The spirit of lawless- 
ness rages rampant. The property, 
rights and liberties of the people are 
jeopardized, and anarchy will sooner 
or later come down like night upon 
a country cursed with a partisan, in- 
competent, degraded and corrupt ju- 
diciary. 

We all know how North Carolina 
has suffered in the last six years 
from the incompeteney and echarac- 
ter of her Judges.

We desire simply to express our 
gratification that an opportunity will 
be soon afforded the voters of some 
of the judicial Districts of the State 
to go to the ballot box and havea 
voice in selecting men of ability, of 
purity of character and unbending 
integrity for the exalted positions of 
Judges. 

While our State may never be able 
to entirely recover from the blow 
Which has been inflicted upon her at 
the hands of the Radical party, she 
may do much to mitigate the evils 
by replacing upon the bench men of 
learning, dignity and incorruptibil- 
ity. 

On the tirst Whursday in next Au- 
gust, there will be an election for 
several Judges, and it behooves all 
good men—all who feel a solicitude 
for the honor and character of the 
State—all who wish to see the admin- 
istration of the law restored to its for- 
mer high standard ofright and impar- 
tiality—all who desire to rescue the 
judiciary from the degradation into 
which it has descended, to go to the 
polls and vote for men of unblemish- 
ed characters,of acknowledged ability 
and of spotless honor. 

There is now some hope from the 
evils of an ignorant and degraded ju- 
diciary. The next campaign will 
give usa chance at least of relieving 
ourselves in part from these evils. It 
is for the people to say whether or 
not this opportunity will be im- 
proved,

UNDERGROUND FIRE IN WaASH-
